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THE  MODERN  GLADIOLUS 


Our  grandparents  would  indeed  be  surprised 
if  they  could  see  the  improvement  in  the  Gladi- 
olus as  it  is  grown  to-day.  The  newer  kinds 
embrace  nearly  all  the  colors  of  the  rainbow, 
covering  a wide  range  of  color  from  bright  red 
and  deep  purple  to  the  most  delicate  tints  of 
pink,  yellow  and  lavender. 

This  flower  is  so  easily  grown  and  gives  such 
good  results  in  most  soils  that  every  one  should 
grow  a few  in  their  garden. 

On  account  of  its  good  keeping  ciualities  it 
surpasses  all  other  flowers  for  cutting  purposes. 
Cut  the  spike  when  the  first  bud  opens  and  place 
them  in  vases  in  the  house.  Change  the  water 
daily,  remove  the  withered  portions,  cut  an  inch 
or  so  from  the  stem  and  every  bud  will  open  one 
by  one  to  the  very  top.  A vase  of  blooms  may 
be  kept  fresh  and  beautiful  for  a week  or  more. 

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

The  Gladiolus  is  a flower  of  easy  culture  and 
does  well  in  any  soil,  but  should  be  planted  in 
full  exposure  to  the  sun.  Bulbs  should  be 
planted  from  four  to  six  inches  deep,  and  three 
to  four  inches  apart.  They  may  be  set  out  as 
soon  as  the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground,  and  until 
about  June  i. 

The  more  the  soil  is  worked  and  fertilized  the 
better  the  result  will  be.  If  stable  manure  is  to 
be  used  it  should  be  spaded  in,  in  the  fall  pre- 
vious to  spring  planting.  Good  results  are  ob- 
tained from  the  use  of  commercial  fertilizer  ap- 
plied at  the  time  of  planting. 

Unless  the  soil  is  very  light  and  sandy,  or  the 
season  is  abnormally  dry,  good  results  should  be 
forthcoming  without  watering.  If  watering  is 
done,  it  should  be  in  the  evenings  only,  and  the 
ground  should  be  thoroughly  drenched. 

WTen  cutting  the  flowers,  care  must  be  taken 
as  soon  as  the  first  bud  has  entirely  opened ; 
not  to  lift,  or  disturb  the  bulbs.  Cut  the  flowers 
leaving  at  least  four  leaves  on  the  stem  of  the 
plant,  to  help  mature  the  bulb. 

Bulbs  may  be  dug  as  soon  as  the  foliage  begins 
to  turn  brown,  or,  after  a frost  has  stopped  the 
growth.  Cut  the  stems  ofif  close  to  the  bulb, 
and  place  them  v/here  they  will  Have  plenty  of  air 
to  dry ; preferably  in  a shady  place.  When 
thorougly  dry  the  old  bulb  and  roots  may  be 
removed  easily.  Store  in  a cool  dry  place  where 
they  will  be  safe  from  frost.

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PRIMULINUS  HYBRIDS 


In  the  year  1889  there  was  discovered  in  South 
Africa  a new  and  rare  specie  of  Gladiolus  which 
was  named  Primulinus.  The  color  of  this  was 
a clear  primrose  yellow.  The  form  of  this 
flower  is  distinctive,  the  upper  petal  drooping 
forward.  Dainty  and  beautiful  varieties  have 
been  obtained  from  crossing  this  Primulinus 
(species)  on  garden  varieties. 

They  are  remarkable  for  their  beautiful  pastel 
shades  of  orange,  red,  and  yellow.  The  flowers 
are  graceful,  the  plants  vigorous  and  prolific.
